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About Jan. 1, 1564, I went from Ports-
mouth to Winchester, where 1 hoped to
hear from my friends in Virginia. Armed
with a letter of recommendation from Chan-
cellor L. C. P. Cowper. then Lientenant-
Governor of “Restored Virginia,” I started
for Winchester bv the way of Harper's
Farry, and on armriving at Stephens De-
pot, within five miles of Winchestér, 1 pre-
sented the Lisutenani-Governor's letter to
Col. Stephenson, commanding the post,
was well received, and was given & 'pass-
port io Winchester. |

I may add that Cel. Stephenson inquired
about his brother, who resided in Staunton,
asking his position. ete. 1 was glad to be
able to inform him in regard to his brother,
having made his acquaintance while In
Staunton. He was a Magistrate, and
owned property in Staunton; went with
the Confederates, it is understood, but took
no active part in the war.

BACK TO WINCHESTER.
The same day I proceeded to Winchester,

lines. T walked about between the store-
house and the fortifications as caln as a
Summer’s morn, and I even langhed at the
very idea of the possible eapture of my
own cousin, Capt. John Clarke, Quarter-
master of the 24th N. C.

This regiment hgd been commanded by
Col. Riddick, who had married my own
cousin, Texanna Clarke, and sister of “Capt.
John.” Lieut. Riddick had graduated at
West Point some hali-dozen yeurs before
the war, and went with the Confederates,
who made him a Colonel, as mentioned
above, He was killed, T believe, at the
battle of the Wilderness, or near hy; a
shell, exploding in front of his horse, tore
him and his horse to atoms, not even any
remains being found. We forwarded, or
assisted in having it done, his servant and
remaining horse to Raleigh, N. C., where
his widow resided.

Longstreet, doubtless, hearing of our
strong position and reinforcements, rap-
idly withdrew towards Petersburg, gather-

five miles away, in company with some
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half-dozen officers. Tt being rather a risky
ride, the driver and two soldiers kept a
gharp lookont from the front of the large
omnibus in which we fraveled, while the
officers kept their arms in readiness, in
case of a possible attack by Confederate
prowlers. Some suspicious cavalry was
geen in the distance, but there was no
attack.

Upon reaching Winchester, I reported to
Col. Durvea, Provost-Marshal, who treated
me with all courtesy, and offered me every
facility for Accomplishing the object of my
visit. Strangs to say, the Colonel in-
formed me that I was just in time {o witness
the departure of Gen. Philip Sheridan and
his troops, who were going to join Gen.
Grant at Petersburg, and they would leave
on the following morning. Having a pass
from the Provost-Marshal, I went the fol-
lowing morning above the town, on a great
plateau, and witnessed the assembling
and departure of Sheridan and his 10,000
cavalry, a gorgeous and imposing military
display, the grandest perhaps that I had
seen during the war,

1 stopped at the Uxnion Hotel, and that
day called to see a family named Arnold,
having met Miss Laura Arnold in Staun-
tdn. When I knocked at the door [ dis-
tinctly heard some one running rapidly
from the room. An old lady—Mrs. Ar-
nold—openad the door for me, when I
asked for Miss Luura. “Is Laura in?" she
asked of some one in the room; then, “What
is vour name, sir®" when Laura rushed in,
having recognized my voice, and deliber-
ately kissed and hugged me. O, dear!
what a predicament for a young, good-
looking widower! Her mother said, “O,
Laura!” when Laura explained that I had
been a good friend to her in Staunton, and
gave her some valuable advice when she
was visiting friends in that town in the
Spring of "64.

I eould get no information from friends
in the Valley (Winchester friends), I
gave them later news than they had, and
after bidding them adieu, I waited upon
Provost-Marshal Duryea, of the Zouaves,
and then departed for Portsmouth, where
1 was offered the place of Starekeeper in the
Commissary Department until the sur-
render of Lee,

“THE SUFFOLE CAMPAIGN."

In the latter part of "84 our post was
threateped by Gen. Longstreet with 18,000
or 20,000 soldiers. He advanced io the
town of Suffolk, Nansemond County, near
which town I was born, then threw out
skirmishers towards our front. We had
then about 15,000 men of all arms, Gen.
Robert Viele commanding.

The fortifications lwing very strong, no
apprehension was felt. The fortifications,
in half-moon shape, extended from the
Navy-yard wall o just beyond the Naval
Hoapfital, completely inclosing the town of
Portamouth. News came that the Con-
federates were advancing their lines be
vond Suffelk, 17 miles away, In our direc-
tion; reinforcements weres telegraphed for
from Fort Monroe. fen. Butler rapidly
forwarded 5,000 negro troops to our aid.
The negroes had been drilled splendidly,
and they soon arrived in barges and other
vessels towed by steamers. They rapidly
disembarked at the docks near our Com-
missary storchouse (the Seaboard Depot
buildings), then formed, and with drums
beating, bands playing, and banners
streaming, they marched through the
town to the fortifications, and singing in
perfectly tremendous tones the then popu-
lar song of “Babylon Has Fallen”; the
negroes shouting till the “wool on their
heads fairly uncurled” and straightened
out like that of the “white trash.”

The loyal whites shouted till the houses
shook, as the negroes marched through the
town. The ncgroes had new uniforms,
and were well armed, and marched like old
veterans., Next came the “Refugee Regi-
ment” from Norfolk, marehing ns if they
meant business, and now had a chance to
get even with the “Secesh.”

The negroos had an ugly, ominous look,
too, and T opine that it would have been
Longstreet’s last fight had he struck the
front of out fortifications that day. M ¥
blood was up, I confess. That was twice
the Confederates had struck at the flag

ing up all the bacon and apple brandy in

sight. The General was somewhat famous
for “gathering up.”
Soon after these events Lee surrendered
at Appomattox to Gen. Grant. We re-
ceived the news from Fort Monrce. also
from Washington. There was a sub-
marine telegraph from Washington, down
the Potomac and up the Chesapeake to Fort
Monroe, then to Portsmouth, coming out
at the wharf some 20 or 30 feet in the rear
of our storehouse.

GEN. B. F. BUTLER.
XNow a word about Gen. B. F. Butler.
He was a man of the times—the right man
in the right place. He was fair with those
who were fair with him, and he was prop-
erly generous, as I will show. After he
occupied Portsmouth, he ordered that
rations should be distributed to the poor
of the town, black and white, and actually
supplied the families of those whose hus-
bands and brothers were in the Confederate
army. When I reached Portsmouth this
order was in full force, and I, with my own
hands, served out rations to families whose
husbands were in the Confederate army.
Surely a “bad man" would not have done
such an act. It would not do, however,
to “project” with the General, or try to de-
ceive him,

When I was in New York I wrote to Gen.
Butler at Fort Monroe in the interest of one
Sam Cohen, of Richmond, who had been
captured near the York River with block-
ade goods. He was about to have Sam
shot, when Miss Caroline Pike, of Balti-
more, wrote asking me to Intercede for
Sam, she being a friend of his. Migs
Caroline also testified for Sam before
Gen. Butler at Fort Monroe, hence my
letter to Gen. Butler,

Some weeks or so after Sam put his
hand on my shoulder in the office of
French’'s Hotel in New York. Sam,
who knew me well, was profuse in his
thanks for my efforts in his behalf, and
wo went to ges his friend Meyers, who
kept a large cloak establishment on Broad-
way. We also went to a Masonie lodge in
Brooklyn near Brooklyn Hights; and I
met Sam in Richmond after the war, [
have no doubt but that I assisted much
in saving Sam from the wrath of Gen.
Butler.

I remember how we draped the
Government buildings in sable after the
assassination of the good President Lin-
coln. Soon after these events [ proceeded
to Richmond. Two boats were running.
Jur boat ran aground slightly while cross-
ing the flats on the James, and we won the
race, too. We were racing at the time,
The obstructions had been partially re-
moved at Drewry's Bluff, and we passed
through slowly, and at Rocket's Whart I
shook hands with many old friends on the
dock.

I called at the jewelry store of my old
friend Hamet Pierce. As he shook my
hand he said: “Well, it has ended just as
you always said it would." And it had
indeed. My friend Mr. William Taylor
walked towards me, and we met in the
middle of the street and grasped hands.
Mr. Taylor was a charming gentleman
and a sound Union man, and I heard with
pleasure a short time ago that he had been
recently elected Mayor of Richmond. He
will do honor to the city.

After hearing all about the capture of
the city, the great fire, ete., I left on the
eass for Staunton, where soon 1 took my
son Charlie in my arms, and he said, “I
know it'a my papa; he has big whiskers,”
in answer to my Inquiry if he knew me.
He is now living in Baltimore, Md., hap-
pily married, and has four children, who
all love their grandpapa “a whole heap.”

Soon after, being invited by Superin-
tendent Tukey to act as Commissioner of
the Freedman’s Bureau, just established at
Staunton, 1 accepted, and 1 was also ap-
pointed clerk to the Burean, as there was
no salary attached to the Commissioner-
ship. Gow. Pierpont, on application, also
give me @ comniission as notary publie,
I did not remain in the Bureau long, there
being too mueh “Copperheadism” connected
with its operations, both in Washington
and Staunton. I remember ordering a
Union man named Taylor, who had been
in the Federal army,—and badly wounded,

Wwhere I was after pussing through the

too,—out of jail to be exawined at oncs, he

being charged with assaulting one Lynn,
an editor of the town. We had no troops
then, but I swore by Jupiter, Jove and Mars
that the Acting Mayor—Keyser—must
produce him, Mayor Trout having skipped
or swam out of the way.

Taylor was produced in an hour at the
Mayor's office, and 1 appeared by consent
of the Acting Mayor as his attorney, and
both he and the editor gave boud of $150 to
keep the peace.

I also remember that Maj. Harmon,
Stonewall Jackson’s Commissary, appear-
ed at the office, charged by a freedman with
refusing to pay him fur labor done, and
driving him off his farm near Staunton,
when le asked for payment. Harmon put
on airs, and got sauey, when he came in
with an editor of the town, but was taken
down speedily, and. [ believe, paid up.  The
Major was a “dead cock in the pit” those
times.

1 further remember that n merchant,
being summoned to answer a claim pre-
ferred by a “friend and hrother” refused to
appear, and when notifled that the case
would go against him by default it he did
not appear, he still remained away, and
we decided that he owed the colored “gem-
man,” honestly, 17 “wood” dollars, which
amount he paid promptly on my presenting
the bhill and announcing the degision of the
court; but uttered not a word, sigh, or
groan during the payment, | was amused,
and wanted to ask him if he had been
struck dumb by the action of the “august”
court, or if he was too full for utteranee;
which latter condition might have been
the reason, as whisky was then awfully

cheap.

STREET AFTER THE BURNING OF RICHMOND.

Resigning from the Bureau in the Fall of

'66, 1 determined to visit my old friend and
guide through the mountains, Mr. James
Todd (“Uncle Jimmy"); and taking my
little son Charlie with me, with rod and gun,
went with Mr. Wehn, of Staunton, some
seven miles, to the house of another nion
man and friend, Maj. Anderson, and from
thenee the next morning to the famous
“White Oak Lick,” the home of Mr. Todd;
my son Charlie riding with Mr, Anderson,
while I rode another horse. We went on
horseback in order that we might make
short cuts.

Upon reaching “Stribbling Springs,” 14
miles from Staunton, we took a mountain
path directly over the Springs Mountain,
thence to its foot, crossing the pretty little
North River, then up the gentlest litile
valley in that vicinity we entered, after un
eight-mile ride, a romantic “gap” and passed
into the little settlement of “White Oak
Lick,” consisting of ouly four familics.
Roberts and Uncle Jimmy—the other two
names not remembered,

Resting in the shadow of the great North
Mountain, with Bald Mountain towering
far above all surroundings, before s was the
home of the famous Union man, hunter,
scout, and guide, Uncle Jimmy Tood, who
approached us as we dismounted, grasped
our hands, and with honest native grace
welcomed us to White Oak Lick: he and
the female portion of the family wll kindly
kissing my little boy and generally wel-
coming him. Maj. Auderson and he were
old and true friends. The Major soon re-
turned home, as it was a dark forest most of
the way, and it was then late in the nfter-
noon. Andthere wasthe gentle Martha, who
supplied our wants and bade us “Ciod
speed” near the house when we were poing
through the lines; and there was Sun, our
assistant guide, brighter and cuter than
ever; and also the yvoungest duaughler,
Virginia, of Unele Jimmy. His cldest
daughter, with her two little hovs, were
also with him; and my little Charlie had
lotas of fun, indeed, with her little hovs,
once somewhat startling fun —a large
rattlesnake within 40 wardas of the
house, in a clump of bushes. When [ came
up these boys were stoning him vigorously,
at long range, however,  He looked liko e
very monarch of the rattlesnukes, bingr
nearly seven feet in length, The bhoys
having wounded him, he literally bit him-
self many times, whilein hisrage. He had
athroat and neck of gold, and he died fight-
ing to the last against superior forces,  We
all Inoked on at the battle, and I was forcibiv
reminded of the “furled banner” and the lost
cause. Uncle Jimmy was much amused
when I mentioned my reflections,

Rattlesnakes abound at White Oak Lick.
I killed several with shotgun, one of which
had 14 ratiles, which I cut off and earried
away as a trophy. One day I went 1o a
trout hols in the North Rtiver, when a large
rattler lay his full length across the roaud.
I approached him with a very long pole and
compelled him to “lower his colors,” al-
though he had coiled himself into a most

icturesque and artistic attitude and

ought well.

1 pounded his head into a jelly, and then
placed him upon a rock, coiled, near the
roadside; returning in an hour or so, 1 saw
two men with sticks fighting that same
retilesnnke at the rock. They had dis-
mounted from their horses, and a lady sat
upon her horse interestedly looking on. I
told them my story, and they said similar
incidents had occurred in their own ex-
perience; but it was new tome. The rattle-
snake must have as miany lives as a cat.

The beautiful little North River flowed
past Mr. Todd's house—about 60 yards
away—und my little son and I and the
family spent many pleasant hours at this
spot, catching hundreds of trout. The
first time we went fishing, Sam caught 70
trout, while I, though a novice at trout-
ii.shiuﬁr. caught some 30 or 40. Deer, bear,
and pheasants abounded all around about
the Lick, and I went with Mr. Todd one
night to watch at a deer-lick, but the deer
came not; but the old hunter could go to the
base of Bald Mountain, back of his house
and would usually get one within an hour
or two,

The seitlers owned several thousand
acres, and forbade lumting or fishing, ex-
cept by invited guests, and they were few;
and not a hound waa allowed to run the deer,
which was a valuable source of income to
the settlers. Pheasants were trapped gen-
erally, and bear was hiunted at times—and
very good meat it is, somewhat resembling
pork in taste and flavor,

Uncle Jimmy laughed at my using a
shotgun; and one day while we were stand-
ing near the bank of North River, I asked
him as a favor to shoot a kingfisher, some
distance away. He raised his hair-trig-
gered rifle and, firing, the kingtisher dro|
Lx;ﬁyw:th the head neatly severed from i!;

. The distance, measured by long
fiteps, was found to be 90 yards,

FIGHTING THE REBEL PROVOST.

Upon request, Uncle Jimmy gave me the
following account of his famous fight with

@ provost guard, or a detachment from

taunto I.a 1862. The guard was sent to
take hind, “déad or alive,

Lick of thelr coming. He determined to
teach them a lesson. He with hisson Sam
intrenched themselves behind some rocks,
within easy range of his house, and awaited
their coming,

They soon came, and approached the
house from the road in front of the house,
and inquired of Mrs. Todd, who stood in the
deor, if Mr. Todd was at home, She re-
plied: “Get out of here, men, if you wish to
see home again” They, with much laugl-
ter, said they were not much afraid. ir.
Todd. rising from behind the rocks, said in
a lond and defiant tone: “If you want Jimmy
Todd, here he is!” Several of the guarids
fired in the direction of the voice, then all
was still for 2 while only, and then a sharp
erack Tfrom the rocks and the front guard
fell from his horse—they were all mounted
—shot dead through the heart.

Thon another volley from the guard;
then a shot from the rocks, and another sol-
dier tumbled from his saddle.  That shot
was from Sam; and Sam wonld have got
him but for him dodging behind the gate-
post.

The guards were now totally demoralized,
and toak coverin a hurry.  Mrs. Todd then
told them to take their killed and wounded
and get out of the Lick, if they wanted to
live. "The guard took the hint, and, un-
molested, they retired, carryving the dead
and wounded, and reported 1o Capt. Avis
that they were overwhelmed by Uncle
Jimmy, his son, and some 20 Swamp Dra-
goons from Pendieton County,

I read this statement in the Staunton
papers, which was entirely false as to the
Swamp Dragoons. l":1|]-t. Avis and the
papers raved, and declared that Unecle
Jimmy would be driven out and his house
destroyed; and Uncle Jimmy sent #hem a
message that if it was attempted, ho wonld
take such a revenge ns would even make
“Lineifer's angels shudder,” '

The grand old hunter was never after-
wards disturbed during the war, which was
strange indeed. The fact was that Unele
Jimmy was strongly intrenched, of un-
flinching courage, as also was Sam, and
wits known by all men as a “dead shot,” if
there ever was one.  In fact, it was under-
stood that if he aimed a4 4 man, his enemy,
the man was as good as dead and buried,
and his bones gone to dust; henee no one
“hankered” for a serimmage with him,
